and bet-ween Kanges 123 aud 21 east, and 
20 chains aud 90 links north of said 
corner. Erom the initial point thus 
established I run south between said 
Ranges 23 and 24, one hundred and 
thirty-eight miles und eight chains to 
the 40th parallel of uoitU latitude.

The Silver State says: The Wild Deer 


mine, p.t Willow Creek, owned by Me 
Colley & Mcliernn, bids fair to be one 
of the best properties in Northern Ne- 
vada. It is prospected by shafts anc 
tuunels to a considerable depth, and the 
lead is strong and carries rich ore in 
the lower works. From one-fourth to 
one-third of the assuy value of the ore 
is gold aud the balance silver, and it is 
remarkably free from buss metals. 
Oc- 


casionally streaks of very rich ore are 
found in the lead, specimens of which 
assay as high as $2,100 in gold and 
$9,500 in silver to the ton, but the aver- 
age battery assay is about $80 to the 
too. 


The owners of the Wild Deer rnino 


had to encounter the usual difficulties 
of opening mines experienced by men 
of limited means. 
Considerable work 


had to bo done nnd much money ex- 
pended 
before anything was realized 


from the ore, and were it not for the 
energy and perseverance of H. H. Me 
Colley, the Wild Deer, instead of being 
valuable property to-day, 
would be 


nothing but a prospect. As it is, con- 
siderable mouey has to be expended in 
building a road from tue mine to the 
mill, and in opening tuuuels to the 
lead to save the expense of hoisting the 
ore through a shaft, lint us tho lead has 
every indication of permanency aud the 
ore is rich, the owners are wsirautetl in 
making the outlay, as it will reduce ex- 
penses materially. 


The Willow Creek mines, as they are 


usually called, arc in Reliel Creek dis- 
trict, and were firi>t brought into promi- 
nence by the discovery uf the Ohio lead. 
This wus purchased by J. J. O'Toole, 
of Salt Lmka City, a mining man of 
much experience, and it is now owned 
by the Ohio M. & M. Co. The rich ore 
extracted iu opening up this mine is 
shipped to Salt Lake City for reduction, 
and the proceeds are said to be sufficient 
to pay all expenses. The second-class 
ore is piled on the dump, to be worked 
when the company build a mill, as they 
contemplate doing shortly.
